But Nicola 
Cuti couldn't resist bringing in 
science-fiction elements and ex- 
plaining the nuts and bolts of 
everything in the story.

Thus, the issue's spotlight f ell on

dable Bruce Jones. This was a 
humorous, insightful look at the 
rise and fall of a gifted yet flawed 
individual. It struck home! All of 
us like to feel gifted in some way, 
but despite this, we all know that 
we are also flawed in some respect. 

"Parasite" was the best of the 
issue's "shocker" stories. It was. 
somewhat repulsive at times but 
Budd Lewis managed to convey a 
genuine aura of urgency and 
menace.

Number 1 26 was a 
smash! 

Ken Kelly's cover painting was 
superb! Kelly is Warren's best cover 
artist. Now that Kelly, Enrich, and 
Alex Toth have become regulars, the 
magazine has made a quantum leap 
in quality. Now, if only Rich Corben, 
John Severin, Bern! Wrightson, and 
Archie Goodwin would contribute 
more regularly. 

Budd Lewis' "Parasite" was ex- 
cellent up to the point where the 
three divers explored the pyramid.
